F. Hinton, former general manager of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, and Colonel J.

The economic position of the road at that 
time was not promising.

Large annual deficits had to be met 
from the provincial treasury and it was being 
suggested in some quarters that the province 
might do much worse than cot its loss and 
abandon the line. Circumstances, however, did 
not warrant such a policy of despair; other 
methods were employed and in the meantime 
conditions have vastly improved. 

No longer is it fair to describe the property 
as a “white elephant.’* Nevertheless, it still 
is a liability and some time must elapse—un¬ 
less i^vshall be sold—before it may be looked 
upon as one of the province’s assets. But if, 
as a result of the investigation which is to be 
undertaken, the Tolmie Government is able to 
hasten the day when there will be a trading 
balance on the right side of the ledger, or dis¬ 
pose of the line, the public will feel hbpeful 
about it.
